Debate Flares On Plans 
For New Student Union 


Opinionated discussion as to the 
choice of an architect for the 
proposed remodeling of the Stu- 
dent Union was dominant at 
Wednesday’s ASSAC_ Cabinet 
meeting. 


The opposition arose in re- 
sponse to a resolution introduced 
by President Mike Fancher. The 
resolution proposes that plans for 
enlarged Student Union facilities 
be begun and that the associated 
students recommend that the 
business manager select an archi- 
test to draw up plans for the new 
facilities. 


According to Lloyd Hamilton, 
Santa Ana College business man- 
ager, “Preliminary plans have 
already been submitted by archi- 
tect Harold Gimeno, who has de- 
signed other SAC buildings. We 
first submitted our recommenda- 
tions as to floor dimensions for 
the book store, needs of the stu- 
dents, and basic designs. 


“As it is now set up it will be 
a two story building — a faculty 
lounge on the second floor, and 
snack bar, extended cafeteria and 
student body offices on the 
ground floor,” he continued. 


Commissioner of Justice Trent 


Parker raised the question as to 
whether another architect could 
be hired to do the job of design- 
ing the new building. After leng- 
thy discussion on the question 
an amendment to the resolution 
stating that the associated stu- 
dents approve the plans before 
further action is taken was pass- 
ed unanimously. 

A vote was then called for on 
the resolution as a whole which 
also passed unanimously. It will 
now be sent to the Senate.

“ITV lends itself to large num- 
bers of students located in many 
different places, giving simultan- 
eous presentation of specialized 
material,” ITV director Vernon 
Armstrong explained.
